APRIL CUT BRINGS 
COAL PRICES DOWN 



Main Line Dealers Pass on 

Substantial Reduction to 

Consumers. 



MARKET LOWEST NOW 



Customary spring reductions in 
the prices of anthracite coal went 
into effect Monday in the Main 
Line district, bringing to house- 
holders for a limited time an op- 
portunity to save as much as $1 
a ton on their fuel purchases for 
next winter. 

The saving is being passed on 
by retailers, who received their 
cut at the mines effective April i, 
in accordance with a custom in 
vogue for several years. The 
prices now charged are the lowest 
they will be this year, and an ad- 
vance will be made in June and 
September. 

A reason for the annual drop 
in price given by one dealer here 
is that the operators are anxious, 
as warm weather approaches, to 
book enough orders to keep the 
mines in operation until cold 
weather arrives ; otherwise miners 
go without work and, in one 
mine quoted, $70,000 a week is un- 
profitably spent pumping air in 
and water out, even when no coal 
is being mined. 

"Coal dealers cannot close up 
shop when warm weather comes 
either," one of them commented 
this week, "unless the cost of 
keeping the framework of busi- 
ness together during the dull sea- 
son is passed on to the consumer 
in the form of increased coal 
costs. When the public can be 
persuaded to stock up as largely 
as possible for winter's use in 
summer time, the dealers and 
operators will save money, and 
that means lower coal prices to 
the public."

Greatness'* Subject of Lecture by Dr. 

Paul M. Pearson Before Community Club 



Dr. Paul M. Pearson, of Swarth- 
more College, in his lecture recital 
on Tuesday before the Women's 
Community Club on "Who Is 
Great," invited his audience to con- 
sider this question with him. "If 
you look into the history books you 
will find the great divided into two 
groups: Presidents and military or 
navy heroes. America's Hall of 
Fame thinks differently, however, 
for of the 65 names chosen there are 
two rich men, five statesmen, one 
pioneer, four jurists, two artists, 
two actors, six teachers, 10 scien- 
tists and inventors, six preachers 
and 15 writers, the basis of selec- 
tion being the possession of some 
supreme quality directed to great 
service toward others. All these 
great ones lived simply, some 
meanly and all gave of their best ef- 
forts to mankind. ' 



In the business world Dr. Pear- 
son spoke of Junius Hill, the un- 
known boy from an unknown town, 
who achieved greatness by raising 
more corn at less cost than any man 
in the world. "In the spiritual 
world," the speaker said, "the one 
who will be great will be better than 
he hopes. It is not the wicked people 
who do the most harm, but the well 
meaning fool who causes the most 
trouble. One of the greatest com- 
forts is that the book of life is writ- 
ten in intentions, and the sure meas- 
ure of a person is to see him at his 
work, how does he manage him- 
self? Does his job fret him or does 
he master it. The man with a 
heavy load is tested.

Councilman Explains 
Rockland Avenue Paving 

To the Editor of Our Town : 

"Why do the Borough Fathers hate 
Rockland avenue from Narberth avenue 
to the railroad?" inquires he who signs 
himself "Old Fogy*' in your last issue. 
Of course,, what he means to imply is 
that the Borough Council has been 
neglectful or prejudiced so far as that 
section of street is concerned. That 
street is suffering from neglect. It has 
been a sore spot and a disgrace to the 
borough for years. The large number of 
people who drive into Narberth from 
Merion that way are continually asking 
. why it is not improved. 

But it is the property owners on that 
street who are responsible for the condi- 
tion that cxisits there. Council has long 
desired to put a permanent pavement on 
that street. Council has the money avail- 
able to pay its share. Council has fre- 
quently in the past three years sent blank 
petitions into that neighborhood, urging 
that they be signed and returned so that 
the pavement could be put in. Nothing 
has come of it and the inference is war- 
ranted that the property owners there 
prefer the bad condition of the street to 
the relatively small amount of money 
that it would cost them personally to 
have it permanently improved. 

Approximately four miles of unpaved 
streets were provided for in the $75,000 
street improvement bond issue which was 
passed by the voters of Narberth in 
1924. Under the terms of the enabling 
ordinance, which made effective the ex- 
penditure of that money, it was provided 
that the borough should pay roughly 70 
per cent, of the cost of paving those spe- 
cified streets, of which Rockland avenue 
was one, and that the abutting property 
owners should pay the balance, or about 
:10 per cent. It is necessary under the 
statutes, in a situation of this kind, that 
more than a majority of the abutting 
property front footage shall be repre- 
sented by a signed petition in which 
agreement to pay is an important part. 
In 1925 the property owners on the 
western end of Rockland avenue, from 
Narberth avenue to Wynnewood road, 
presented such a petition and that por- 
tion of Rockland avenue was promptly 
paved along with several miles of other 
streets on which the property owners 
had similarly petitioned and agreed to 
pay. There remains as the uncompleted 
portion of that program Grove place, 
that section of Rockland avenue which 
"Old Fogy" thinks we hate, and Haver- 
ford avenue, from Essex avenue to Con- 
way. Wynnewood court was also in this 
group until quite recently when the prop- 
erty owners there presented a proper pe- 
tition as a result of which there is every 
reason to expect that it will be paved 
this year. 

If the people on Rockland avenue think- 
that by waiting and by creating what 
amounts to almost a public nuisance they 
will ultimately get their street paved on 
easier terms than those which have been 
granted to hundreds of their fellow tax- 
payers, I fear they are out of luck. Also, 
thev and not the borough are legally 
liable in case any damage suits should 
arise from the condition of the street. 
If "Old Fogv" is a resident on that 
street and will communicate with me I 
will he glad to provide him with a prop- 
erly-drawn petition for circulation among 
his neighbors and if he secures signa- 
tures representing legally four-fifths of 
the abutting property, I can assure him 
that council will unanimously and 
promptly take whatever steps may be 
necessary to install a permanent pave- 
ment.

The Returning: Host 

That perennial expression, "the first 
robin," beloved of poets and news- 
paper reporters, has been heard often 
during the month just closing. Even 
last week someone stopped us on the 
street with the statement, "I saw a 
robin yesterday." 

Of course, most of us who have a 
few square yards of green around our 
homes have seen many robins, search- 
ing for worms and going through 
their mating battles. As the month 
progressed, the amount of song in- 
creased. 

But the robin, usually selected as 
the harbinger of spring, is not the only 
returning migrant to tell Main Line 
strollers that another summer season 
is in prospect. The purple grackles, or 
blackbirds, if you prefer, made their 
presence known before the robins this 
year. The returning song sparrows 
were in full song late last month. 

Most of the birds who pick March 
as their time of return can be seen in 
small numbers all winter. In sheltered 
spots on the Main Line, or across the 
river in New Jersey, one is almost sure 
of seeing one or more stragglers at 
any time of the year. Among these 
hardy ones can be noted the robin, 
grackle, red-winged blackbird, meadow 
lark, flicker, song sparrow, mourning 
dove and bluebird. Other summer 
sparrows, an occasional phoebe or 
brown thrasher, even a mocking bird, 
can be found in winter in selected 
spots.

If you hear 
a great scratching among the leaves 
in a nearby wood, you will know that 
the cause is a white-throat, a fox 
sparrow or a chewink.

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The Tree 



By Dr. Walter Steckbeck 

Narberth feels justly proud of its 
fine streets, well paved and kept in 
very good repair. Unfortunately, the 
advent of the automobile and its 
concomitant speed could not have 
been foreseen by those who laid out 
our town and so some of our streets 
are too narrow to meet the needs of 
the huge volume of modern traffic. 
Equally unfortunate that those who 
planned our town, and the same ap- 
plies to many other towns and cities, 
did not provide ample space for 
shade trees along every street. Some 
of our streets, notably on the south 
side have grass strips with splendid 
planting of trees. Other avenues 
have no grass plots between pave- 
ment and street curb, and hence no 
trees, unless such may by chance 
find scant room on the inside of the 
pavement or on the abutting pro- 
perty. With limited space for trees, 
or no room at all, it follows that the 
street plantings are somewhat ir- 
regular. But, in spite of certain 
physical limitations and poor plan- 
ning, Narberth, as rather an old 
town, has probably as fine shade j 
trees for variety, size and beauty, as 
any town in the Philadelphia en- 
virons, or even in the State. 

What species do we have? How 
may we recognize them? We shall 
consider first the maples since they 
are by far the most numerous. 

In the indentification of trees cer- 
tain characters must be noted. Most 
of us recognize trees chiefly by their 
leaves. Leaf characters, however, do 
not differentiate the trees during the 
half of the year just about ended 
when most of them are without 
foliage. In most trees, as in a per- 
son, there is some trait that marks 
its individuality and separates it at 
a glance from all other trees, its 
mode of branching, bark, buds, 
flowers, or fruit. Ft may be some 
variation in color of foliage as in the 
copper maple or copper beech. _ 

The characters of the maples that, S 
stand out prominently are the op- 
positely-arranged leaves, the appear- 
ance of the flowers before the leaves 
of the commoner species and the 
characteristic winged fruits or key 
fruits developed in pairs. It may be 
noted here that relatively few of our 
trees have opposite leaves, especially 
of the street trees. Horse chestnut, 
ash and dogwood are other fairly 
common trees with two leaves at a 
node instead of one. Naturally the 
buds of the maples, produced the 
preceding season and evident dur- 
ing the winter, arc opposite. 

The silver maple (Acer sacchar- 
inum) also called soft maple or white 
maple is probably used more in 
planting throughout the United 
States than any other tree, but is one 
of the latest desirable of the maples. 
It is quick-growing, but the wood is 
brittle and easily broken in wind 
storms. This maple is rather short- 
lived. It must be admitted that 
Narberth has many veterans of this 
species who in spite of cruel "de- 
horning" and early decay have sur- 
vived many years. The silver maple 
forms a large, round head with an 
open top. Its leaves are deeply five- 
lobed, pale green above and almost 
white beneath. Its flowers are now 
well past and in less than a month 
the fruits will be shed. There are 
several varieties of this species here and 
there in Narberth. One of these has 
leaves more deeply cut and branches 
more drooping than the species. 

The red maple (Acer rubrum) 
also called swamp maple or scarlet 
maple, is found in considerable num- 
bers in Narberth. For almost three 
weeks its bright red, or occasionally 
yellow flowers have added much to 
the beauty of early spring. It is a , 
desirable species and should be used 
more than it is. The leaves are 
smaller than those of the silver, 3-5 
lobe3, the notches not as deep as in 
the silver. The leaf stalks are us- 
ually red. This species is often con- 
fused with the first. The mature 
leaves begin to color early, assum- 
ing brilliant reds and yellows. 

The Norway maple (Acer plat- 
anoides) is introduced as the com- 
mon name indicates and is a very 
useful form for street planting. The 
abundance of yellow-green blossoms 
precede the leaves, being in evidence 
everywhere at the present time. The 
tree is rather low, with a round, 
thickly branched head, and five lobed 
dark-green leaves. When the leaf 
stalk is broken a milky fluid exudes, 
a character sometimes used to dis- 
tinguish this species from the sugar 
maple. Of the varieties of this species, 
the one most commonly seen in our 
town is that with red or coppcrish 
foliage in spring, — var. Schwedleri. 

The sugar maple (Acer saccharum) 
is fairly common as a shade tree, 
with light green leaves, small red- 
dish flowers which come about the i 
same time as those of the Norway. 
The top is oval-headed and more 
open than the Norway. The two 
species are often confused. Look 
for lighter-green leaves, lighter bark 
and no "milk" in the leaf stalk of the 
sugar. 

The boxelder or ashleaf maple 
(Acer negundo) is native to eastern 
United States and is often found as 
a street tree although not very de- 
sirable. It is the only maple with 
compound leaves (the leaf divided 
into leaflets). This character and 
the light green twigs make identifi- 
cation of this species rather easy. 

The striped maple or moosewood 
(Acer pennsylvanicum) and the 
mountain maple (Acer spicatum), 
also the English maple (Acer cam- 
pestre) are used in some localities 
as shade trees. Over 100 other 
species of maple are found in differ- 
ent parts of the world. No mention 
lias been made of the various Japan- 
ese and Chinese maples, so varied 
and so attractive in gardens, for they 
are too small for street planting. 




"Entailed Hat," Historical 
Romance, Gift to Library 

Mr. C. P. Cook, of Narberth, a de- 
scendent of one of the old families of 
this region and a man keenly interested 
in all that pertains to its history and de- 
velopment, has recently given to the li- 
brary a copy of the "Entailed Hat," writ- 
ten by George Alfred Townsend under 
the name of "Gath." Mr. Townsend is 
himself a student of the early days of 
Delaware, Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
and in this romance has given a vivid 
picture of what happened in the days 
when a hat was of so great value that it 
was bequeathed as a rare jewel might 
have been. 

The owner of the hat, in the days pre- 
ceding the civil war, grew from the son 
of a poor forester to be the wealthiest 
and most powerful man of his native 
region, and with him always went his 
choicest possession, the entailed hat. 

The story is a very colorful one of 
the customs of those early days, of Pat- 
ty Cannon's kidnapers' den. of iron fur- 
nances, of negro superstition, and of the 
among the leaders of the old Colonial 
society. It was the discovery of a will 
in Snow Hill which led the author to 
search for further material for a book 
which now is in its fourth printing, The 
will, copied from a book in the old court- 
house of Snow Hill, read, "I give and 
bequeath to my son. Ralph Melbourne, 
my best hat, to him and his assignees 
forever, and no more of mv estate." How 



chach Milbuorne, the hero of the story, 
makes a fascinating tale, and any one in- 
terested in early history, and especially in
